: THE DELAY 


IN REPORTING IT TO THE HOUSE. 


A Move to Make Free Coinage a Rider on the 
Pension Appropriation Bill, so as to 
Compel a Vote upon It. 


WasHIncTon, February 4.—[Special.]—The 
fight for free coinage is growing more and 
more bitter each day. 

It has become evident that the packed coin- 
age committee of the house is determined not 
to report the senate silver bill. It is farther 
understood by the free coinage men that Reed 
will rule a resolution to discharge the com- 
mittee out of order. With this knowledge be- 
fore them, the free coinage leaders of both 
houses met this afternoon and decided upon a 
programme. If the programme is not changed 
tomorrow morning, the fight to the finish will 
open some time during the day. It will open 
in the senate. The pension appropria- 
tion bill is now pending in _ that 
body, and during its discussion tomorrow one 
ofthe free coinage senators will offer the 
identical bill that passed the senate three 
weeks ago asan amendment to the pension 
bill. Of course it will pass; then the bill will 
go back to the house, and there will be no way 
for the house republican leaders to prevent a 
vote unless they smother the pension bill, 
which they cannot afford to do, as, in that 
event, there would be no funds to pay next 
year’s pensions. Thus the house will be com- 
pelled to vote eitherfto concur or non-concur 
in the senate free coinage amendment to the 
pension bill. Asa majority df the house is 
known to be for free coinage, it seems that the 
amendment must be adopted. 

HARRISON’S PREDICAMENT. 

In that event the president will be placed 
in @ very embarrassing predicament. He 
cannot veto the free coinage amendment to 
the bill without vetoing the entire pension 
appropriation bill, and should he have the 
nerve to do that, the pensioners will have to 
go without any money next year, unless an 
extra session is called. And even then, the 
mext congress being so overwhelmingly for 
free coinage, it is quite certain the free coin- 
age amendment would again be tacked on the 
pension bill. 

Thus Harrison’s only hope of the programme 
mapped out today, and which is, by the way, 
one of Senator Gorman’s shrewd moves, if 
carried out, is that the house can be persuaded 
to vote down the free coinage amendment. 
The free coinage men have some fear of this, 
for there are many free coinage republicans 
whose terms expire on the 4th of March, who 
would like to have good, fat government 
offices. Mr. Harrison would willingly swap 
them for votes against free coiriage, and there 
is much fear that some congressmen would 
make such deals. Without the consummation 
of such trades, the chances for free coinage 
under the prograimme are good. 

Ingalls Back Again. -. 

Senator Ingalls returned from Kansas today, 
looking none the worse for his defeat. Every 
senator at the capitol,of both parties, crowded 
around him when he entered the senate cham- 
ber, to express regret at his defeat. He ap- 
pearéd in splendid spirits and told his colleagues 
many good stories about his canvass. He, 
however, added that the fight was a square 
one, and there was nothing for him to do but 
to bear his defeat philosophically. Senator 
Ingalis will commence at once preparing his 
farewell speech to the senate.- He expects to 
make it the effort of his life.

THE SIOUX IN SOCIETY. 


The Big Braves Lionized in Washington 


City. 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—The delegation of 
Sioux Indians, who are to confer with the *‘Great 
Father’ about their grievances, are enjoying all 
the pleasures of sight-seeing, and every effort is 
being made by those who are in charge of them to 
render their trip to the capital enjoyable. A re- 
markable scene was presented at the Congrega- 
tional church, corner of Tenth and G streets, im- 
mediately after the services closed Sunday morn- 
ing. It wasaleveetoanumber of the Sioux In- 
’ dians who participated in the Wounded Knee 


slaughter in South Dakota. 

Just before Dr. Newman read his text one of the 
interpreters from Pine Ridge, now in the city 
with the bloodthirsty braves of the Sioux nation, 
entered the church, followed by Spotted Elk, the 
long-haired, fat and sleek chief, who was promi- 
nent in the recent outbreak. Behind came Major 
Swords, tall, middie-aged, straight as an arrow, 
with short hair an air of alertness and nervous- 
ness. Then came Spotted Horse, whose name has 
been connected with the principal engagements 
in the Pine Ridge campaign. 

The congregation was very large, numberin 
over a thousand, and in a body it turned its hea 
toward the savage visitors, then arose to its feet. 
The choir missed a few bars of the anthem. It was 
some minutes before there was quiet. The 

reacher talked about the Publicans and the 
Pharisees—the one who thanked the Lord that he 
was mot as wicked as other men, and the other 
who simply cried out for his sins. But there was 
no direct reference to the “heroes of Wounded 
Knee.” ‘ 

No sooner was the benediction said than there 
occurred a movement in the direction of the Sioux. 
It required fifteen minutes for them to wend their 
way through the crowd. Old men, young men, 
women, and children flocked around and extend- 
ing their trembling hands, said, ‘‘Howdy?’’ The 
braves enjoyed the sensation and showed their 
teeth and responded, ‘“‘How.”’ 

In the large vestibule and classroom which were 
made one, the big three followed the interpreter, 
and a formal reception was held. It wasa sight! 
The Indians ranged off in line, W ashington nome re- 
ception fashion, in the center of the prayer peer 
room of one of the leading churches of the capital, 
receiving congratulations of the people. Con- 

smen and their wives and daughters were 
among the ‘“‘star’’ gazers. 

These Indians, less than a fortnight since, were 
' prowling about Pine Ridge agency trying to cut 
gome white man’s pean: They are now the

30 ae a prond moment for the Indians, and 
when the women innocently inquired of the inter- 
preter whether Spotted ik was a man or a 
woman, owing to his peculiar robe-like garb, old 
“Spot” smiled till his nose and chin almost 
touched, rubbed his hands together, and looked 
as though he would enjoy taking a few hundred of 
the wigs about him.

TRYING TO KILL IT. 


The Majority of the Coinage Committee 
Slow With the Silver Bill. 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—Before the house 
committee on coinage today the free silver men 
first had an inning and then Mr. Milliken, of 
Maine, argued in favor of the proposition to re- 
store the value of subsidiary coin, debased in 
1858 from @ fear that it would other- 
wise leave the country, AS it was 
nearing the hour of adjournment,<Mr. Bartine 
moved that when the committee adjourned today, 
it be to meet tomorrow at 10:30 o’clock. 

Representative ©’Neill, of Pennsylvania, who 
was present, solitited a hearing for a, delegation 
from the Pennsylvania board of trade. Messrs. 
Williams and Bartine, looking at the clock, in- 
sisted oh a vote on the latter’s motion, re- 
alizing that if the hour of 12 was reached 
without & special order the committee would 
stand adjourned. This precipitated the commit- 
tee again into the stormy tea of recrimination, 
from which it emerged yesterday. 

TRACEY’S FEELINGS HURT, 

Mr. Tracey objected to the harsh methods of the 
free silver men. Perhaps they did not realize it, 
but they did act harshly towards his colleagues. 
They had no right to assume that any member in- 
tended to smother the billin committee. He did 
not know how he would vote. Certainly they 


never would get the bill in the house if they per-— 


sisted in antagonizing the majority of the com- 
mittee.

But the other side immediately 
began to labor with Mr. Vaux to induce him to 
change his motion, so as to avoid the requirement 
for yoting next Wednesday; and while one man 
was objecting to this proposition and another to 
that, the chairman brought his fist down upon the 
table and declared the committee adjourned to 
meet tomorrow, leaving Mr. Vaux's motion 
pending. 


The -armers Desire Free Coinage. 

WASHING QN, February 4.—At the meeting of 
the presidents of farmers’ alliances this evening 
the following report was submitted : 

‘Resolved, That we regard it a high duty en- 
joined upon congress by the constitution to 
provide for an unlimited coinage of both precious 
metals, gold and silver, to the end that the 
people of the several states niay be provided 
with a circulating medium. We express our sur- 

rise and indignation that this duty has been so 
ong delayed and neglected, contrary, as we be- 
lieve, not only to the duty we have mentioned but 
to the best interests of the masses of our people 
who are suffering the pangs of 
poverty and stagnation of usiness 
caused by a want of sufficient circulating medium. 
We believe and charge that such delay and neglect 
has been cccasioned by an undue infiuence in our 
governmental politics by those whose interest it 
18 to contract the currency and subserve monopo- 
lies and money lenders. 

We, therefore, urge upon congress the demand 
heretofore made bythe National Farmers’ Alli- 
ance and _é Industrial Union for the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver upon the 
same terms and conditions that gold is now 
coined. We express our earnest condemnation of 
the exercise of arbitrary power which ne a 
fair consideration of the free coinage bill at the 
last session of congress, and in this con- 
nection we give expression to the hope 
that the free coinage bill which passed 
the senate during the present session, and is now 
being considered in the committee on coinage, 
weights and measures of the. house, Shall not be 
suppressed, but shall be speedily reported back to 
the house and enacted into law. 

With prover respect and deference to our repre- 
sentatives on the committee in the house, we say 
that any efforts to unduly delay § the 
report on that bill, 80 as to 
prevent action thereon by-the house in the 
few remaining days of this congress, will merit, 
and will receive, still further condemnation by 
the farmers and laborers of this country, 


ATKINSON AND BLAND 


Fall Out at a Dinn@ér in Washington and 
Bland Leaves. 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—Edward Atkin- 
son, the Boston political economist, who came 
down here to talk against the silver bill, be- 
came involved in a quarrel with Congresman 
Biand, of Missouri, which has been the sub- 
ject of a great deal of gossip today. 

Bland and Atkinson were guests at a dinner 
given by Congressman W.C. P. Beckinridge, 
at which Mills, Blount, and others w re als6é 
present. Mr. Bland is the most radical of all 
the free silver advocates, andin arguing his side 
of the case tread rather heavily upon Mr. 
Atkinson’s toes. 

‘‘Who are youand where do you come from? 
What do you know aboutit?’’ Atkinson is 
said tohaye exclaimed rather hotly, where- 
upon Bland retorted: 

‘‘T am a representative in congress from the 
state of Missouri; my people have sent me 
here a good es | years, and I am neither a 
fool nora knave. I would have you know, 
sir, that out in my country, while we pretend 
to no great virtue or wisdom, gentlemen do 
not speak to one another as you have just 
spoken tome. You have no right to speak to 
me in that wav, and I resent it, sir.”’ 

Atkinson was about to retort in find when 
the host and his guests @gterrupted, and fur- 
ther hostilities were averfved. 

But Mr. Bland left the table and the house, 
and the remainder of the dinner was eaten 
amid a silence which was almost oppressive.

HAYDEN, Pa., February 4.—Several miners were 
drownedina mine at Janesville, today.

DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Large Buildings of the Hecla Iron Works 
Burned—Other Fires. 

New YORK, February 4.—Fire broke out last 
night in the Hecia Iron Works, in Brooklyn, which 
it took every engine in the city until daylight to cet 
under control. Not only were the large buildings 
of the iron company destroyed, but a number of 
surrounding structures were seriously damaged. 
The losses were very large. This is thesecond fire 
the Hecla works have suffered from within two 
years, and all patterns recently produced consti- 
tute the greatest loss—in money $500,000 will not 
recoup. 

Most of this is, however, covered by insurance. 
The loss of Creman & Collighan will reach $25,000 ; 
Nuttie & Bailey Manufacturing Company, $10,000; 
J. 8. Nugent & Co., $5,000; Davis & Co., $3,000, 
and M. Vernon, $2,000, a total of $545,000.

THE MATTER OF RECIPROCITY 
WITH CANADA. 


THE GOVERNOR GENERAL'S DISPATCH 


To the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
Setting Forth His Reasons Why 
Reciprocity Is Desired. 


Orrawa, February 4.—Following isa copy 
of the dispatch from the governor general to 
the secretary of state for the colonies, showing 
the nature of the Canadian government’s pro- 
posals to the United States, and indicating the 
desire of the administration for the develop- 


ment of trade between the United States and 


Canada. 

GOVERNMENT HovseE, OTTAWA, December 13, 
1$00..4My Lord: I have thé honorto send your 
lordshi ay ® telegraphic message in cipher, 
oO Avbich the following is the substance: 

“With reference to my telegram of the 10th 
instant, this government is desirous to propose a 
joint commission, such as that of 1871, with au- 
thority to deal without limitation and to prepare 
a treaty respecting the following subjects: 

1. A renewal of the reciprocity treaty, of — 
with the modifications required by the altere 
circumstances of both countries, and with exten- 
sions, deemed by the commission to be to the in- 


} teresis of Canada and the United States. 


2. A reconsideration. of the treaty of 1888 with 
respect to the Atlantic fisheries, with the aim of 
securing free admission into the United States 
markets of Canadian fishery products, in return 
for facilities to be granted to the United States 
fishermen to buy bait and supplies and to tranship 
cargoes in Canada, all such privileges to be 
mutual, 

3, Protection of the mackerel and other fish- 
eries on the Atlantic ocean and inland waters. 

4. Relaxation of the seaboard coasting laws of 
the two countries. 

5. Relaxation of the coasting laws of the two 
countries on the inland waters dividing Canada 
from the United States. 

6. Mutual salvage and the saving of wrecked 
vessels. 

7. Arrangements for settling the boundary be- 
tween Canada and Alaska. The treaty will be ad 
referendum. 

The manner in which this proposal came to be 
made tothe United States government is briefly 
as follows: Several weeks ago when negotiations 
were in obey between Newfoundiand and the 
United States looking to a reciprocity treaty, the 
Canadian government made representations that 
Canada should have the option of being included 
in any arrangements with that colony as 
to sheries or trade. This con- 
vention was based on the solemn 
assurances given by the Newfoundland govern- 
ment two or three years ago and repeated on suc- 
cessive occasions, thatif any special privileges 
were allowed any country in regard to the pur- 
chase of supplies or bait in Newfoundland, such 
privileges would also be granted to Canada. 

The secretary of statefor the United States, 
when he learned of the position of affairs, in- 
sisted that negotiations should be carried on mo 
arately. He intimated, however,that he wou 
not be unwilling to enter into negotiation 
with Canada, but preferred that they should be 
private and unofficial. The dominion government, 
thereupon, asked the imperial authorities to re- 
mind Mr. Blaine that Canada has always been

Fanny discredi 
the statement, and asked Fletcher’s wife if 
she knew anything of the affair. She replied 
that it was true that Fletcher killed 
Munn, and said a man who came up on the 
Naiad had brought the note. Fannie went be- 
fore Justice Wheeler Williams this evening 
and swore out warrants for the arrest of Dandy 
Fletcher, charging him with the murder of 
herhusband.

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CRASHES THROUGH A 
TRESTLE. 


TRAIN 


The Passengers Knocked Around Consider- 
ably—The Out-Going Savannah Train 
Badly Telescoped. 


night, near Woodlawn, S. C., seventeen niles 
above Augusta, which has blocked the road 
all today. Seven loaded cars of the incoming 
way-freight train from Spartanburg fell 
through a trestle, a distance of fifteen feet, to 
the ground below. The locomotive and the 
first of the train passed over the trestle safely, 
but the rear portion was precipitated and com- 
pletely wrecked. 
A ROUGH EXPERIENCE. 

The caboose was the last car, and the wife 
of Fireman H. L. Taylor, with two young 
babies, were passengers in the cab, returning 
home from a visitin Carolina. Mrs. Taylor 
was badly hurtin the fall. She was thrown 
from one end of the car to the 
other. Her face was painfully bruised, 
80 swolien that the right eye 
is completely closed. The babies were jerked 
about and received bumpsifon the head. A 
negro train hand was the only other hurt. He 
received severe injuries. When Fireman 
Taylor discovered the accident he, with the 
engineer, left the locomotive and rushed to 
save his family. When they returned to the 
engine they found their cab on fire on the fire- 
man’s side, and all of Mr. Taylor’s clothes in 
the seat box were consumed in the blaze. The 
accident was caused by acar running offthe 
track on the trestle over the bottom lands, 
cutting the crossties in two, the weight break- 
ing in the piers. It will be aday or two be- 
fore the trestle can be replaced. Until then 
the passengers are being transferred. 

THK CENTRAL WRECK. 

There was also a big accident onthe Cen- 
tral railroad about 1 o’clock this morning, and 
the Augusta branch of the road has been 
biocked all day. Two freight cars of the train 
that left here last night, in running into the 
sidetrack at Green’s Cut, twenty-five miles 
from here, got uncoupled and ran down the 
incline. When they struck the switch the 
cars jumped the rails and fell over on their 
sides in the cut across the track, blockading 
the roadway. The passenger train that left 
here last night for Savannah was not notified 
of the wreck, and was telescoped by the 
freight train, smashing the freight cars and 
badly damaging the locomotive. 

NO CONNECTIONS MADE. 

In consequence of the accident no connec- 
tions to or from Savannah were made last 
night or this morning. The night passenger 
train from here returned to the city at 9 
o’clock this morning, unable to pass the wreck. 
The passengers in the sleeper for Savannah 
were surprised upon waking to find themselves 
back in Augusta. Conductor Boyce, of the 
freight train, who was in the cab when 
the telescope occurred, is reported badly hurt 
in the smashup.

Some time last sum- 
mer Mr. John Mayo, of Dooly county, died, 
after having been an invalid for many years. 
His wife had preceded him, and they left no 
children. He had been cared for in his de- 
clining years by Mr. John A. Lane. 

Mayo had married the sister of Lane. Lane, 
himself, was left an orphan at the age of two 
years. Mayoand his wife took the child and 
reared it the same as they would have one of 
their own, and at his death Mayo willed his 
property to the said John A. Lane. 

Now John P. Knight, a great-nephew of 
Mayo, comes in as next of kin and claims the 
legal right to the property, which amounts to 
about $7,000. 

After hearing the evidence on both sides, 
the ordinary decided in favor of the validity 
of the will. 


BROTHER AGAINST BROTHER. 


A Will Contest in Washington County 
Which Involves $15,000. 

SANDERSVILLE, Ga., February 4.—([Special.] 
A contest is now before the courts of Wash- 
ington county involving an estate worth 
$15,000. An old lady made a will, leaving her 
property to one set of children. Afterwards 
she decided to leave it to another set, and in- 
stead of making a second will she had the 
deeds written, giving a share to each. 

Instead of destroying the will she tore it 
partly across the signature of the witnesses, 
thinking, no doubt, that she was tearing off 
her signature, or was destroying the validity 
of the will.

A4NVEXATION QUESTION AND | 
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THE 
THE QUESTIONS INVOLVED. 


The Situation as Viewed by Citizens of Both 
Places—A Talk with Councilman 
. Hendrix. 


The annexation question is now uppermost 
in the public mind. It is attracting consider- 
able attention in Atlanta, and very general at- 
tention in West End. 

The meeting of the conference committees 
from the two municipalities is being watched 
with unusual interest, and everybody wants to 
know if any agreement will be reached by 
which West End will annexed. 

Such an agreement may be effected. 

And it may not. 

The matter has attracted more attention 
in West Endthan in Atlanta, and almost 
everybody in the former municipality has his 
idea about the terms that ought to be granted 
by Atlanta if West End is to be annexed. 

As the annexation can be brought about 
only by the consent of both parties, it isa 
matter of interest to know what West End’s 
idea is. | 

The sentiment of the suburb is against an- 
nexation, unless very favorable terms can be 
agreed upon. The people there are taxed only 
atthe rate of 50 cents on $100. In Atlanta 
the municipal tax is three times as much. 
West End is therefore not eager to increase 
its taxes by being annexed, and will not do so 
unless itis made decidedly to its advantage. 

The taxable property of West End amounts 
to $1,411,660. That of Atlanta is $44,136,499. 

The public debt of Atlanta is $2,216,500. 

West End not only owes nothing, but its 
assets exceed its liabilities by about $3,000. 

West End has, approximately, $1,500%000 
taxable property, is entitled to borrow money 
to make public improvements to the amount 
of more than $100,000, the constitutional lim- 
itation being 7 per cent on the valuation of 
the real estate of a municipality. 

Thus, while Atlanta has about reached her 
constitutional limitation in the matter of mak- 
ing loans for improvements, West End has 
the privilege of issuing bonds to the amount 
of more than $100,000, which bonds it would 
have no trouble in placing. 

Thus, one of the leading features of the an- 
nexation discussion will be the $100,000 which 
West End is entitled to borrow, and which, it 
will be insisted, Atlanta should allow her in 
the terms of agreement. 

As to how this equalization shall be effected 
there is a very general sentimentin West 
End in favor of having Atlanta agree to 
exempt West End from an increase of its 
present rate of taxation for a period sufficient 
to cover the difference above noted.” 

If this can be brought about there seems to 
be no doubt but that the annexation question 
can be settled favorably. but unless sucha 
concession is made it is probable that Atlanta 
will not get West End, and that the latter 
municipality will at once issue bonds and pro- 
ceed at once to work on permanent improve- 
ments, on its own accord. 

Of course, there are other features of second- 
ary importance that will be pressed by the 
West Enders, but Atlanta seems to be willing 
to meet the question in the fair spirit. 

Councilman Hendrix Has Views. 

Captain J. ©, Hendrix has made a study of 
the annexation question, and yesterday gave 
his conclusions at some length. 

‘“‘T have always thought,” said Captain Hen- 
drix, ‘‘that it would be the best thing for West 
End to become a part of the city of Atlanta. 
Think of the beautiful country in and around 
West End. Nature seems to have lavishly 
bestowed her giftson that section. It is the 
most elevated section around Atlanta, is level, 
with easy approaches-—indeed, ought to have 
been. the most fashionable and best residence 
portion of Atlanta. Yet, with all these. nat- 
ural advantages, West End has not kept pace 
with other sections possessing equal advan- 
tages.”’ 

‘‘And the reason is—’’ 

‘The reason is apparent. The system of 
public improvements of Atlanta could not be 
carried into West End, and West End could 
not inaugurate such a system as would bring 
the two systems together soasto make them 
continuous, Look at north Atlanta with nat- 
ural advantages not so good. The same dis- 
tance from the carshed property on the main 
streets like Peachtree, West Peachtree, Ponce 
de Leon and the Boulevard is selling at from 
$100 to $200 per front foot, while I do not 
know of any unimproved residence property in 
West End selling for more than $50 per front 
foot. Now look at Inman park—they hesi- 
tated about comingin, but since coming in 
their property has doubled in value and the 
park is now becoming one of the finest resi- 
dence sections of Atlanta.”’ 

“Objection is made on the ground of At- 
lanta’s debt.’ 

“West End claimsthat Atlanta has a large 
public debt and that they have practically 
none. Thatis true. Atlanta has a public 
debt of almost $2,100,000, but she has public 
property worth about an equal amount. So 
after all we are about equal on that score. 
While West End has no debt she has no pub- 
lic property, or very little. 

‘‘Take our public property. There is our 
waterworks, land, plant and system of pipes 
throughout the city, that would readily sel) for 
$1,000,000. We have seventeen public schools, 
including the girls’ and boys’ high school, 
that the schoo! board report as worth $320,000. 
We have six fire engine houses and lots that 
would sell for $150,000. The engines, trucks, 
horses and other apparatus, are worth $50,000. 
The police station property would sel! for $50,- 
000. Our stockade farm of 100 acres would 
se}] $100,000. Our land used 
for a dumping round would _ sell 
for $20,000. Grant park, while not saleable, 
is valuable, and would be as much so to West 
End as to Atianta—145 acres, worth $300,000. 
Leaviug out all the sanitary outfit, street out- 
fit, police outfit, etc., we have an aggregate of 
$1,990,000. In fact, Atlanta’s public property 
today is worth more than $2,000,000, not to 
mention our large outlay in streets, sewers, etc. 

“These questions, no doubt, will suggest 
themselves to the joint committee when they 
meet, as all of them are discreet business 
men. I regard it a just thing, andif West 
End comes in give her a fair showing in 
the transaction and then let Atlanta 

ress herinto the position she naturally has. 
Then ina few years whatis now West End 
will be the best residence part of our city. 

‘‘T am enthusiastic over the outlook for At- 
lanta, and with the march of progress that I 
think I see, it will be but a few years until 
Atlanta will be twice the present size.”’ 


RECIPROCITY AND FREE SILVER. 


for 


Governor Bullock’s Views as Expressed at 
the Merchants’ Banquet in Boston. 

In its description of the recent Merchants’ 
banquet in Boston, the Globe says of ex-Governor 
Bullock, one of the distinguished speakers of the 
evening: 

“Nex', on the right of Sir Richard I. Cart- 
wright, the financia] leader of the Liberal party 
of the Canadian dominion sat Hon. Rufus B. Bul- 
lock, ex-governor of Georgia and president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Atlanta. jHe is a typical 
southerner with a long, drooping, white mus- 
tache. His plea foran honest dollar, without any 
“In God we trust for the missing silver,’’ and his 
plea for reciprocity with the south were cheered 
to the echo.’ 

The same paper gives the following report of 
the introduction of Governor Bullock by Presi- 
dent Lane and of the governor’s ~ aw gt 

“Before presenting to you my friend, the Presi- 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce of Atlanta,” 
said Mr. Lane, ‘‘I desire to say that I was once in- 
vited to speak before that 
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always an honor. To join with them assembled 
for their annual feast is a great privilege. The 
merchants of Boston have set the pace from the 
time of the ‘‘tea party” to the present day, and 
fortunate is the section that follows their ex- 
ample. > 

“While I am proud and thankful, Mr. President, 
that I was remembered and am with you tonight, 
this telegram from your chairman, ‘Can you give 
us about fifteen minutes talk, favoring reciproc- 
ity or against free silver?’ alarmed me and may 
discourage you. 

‘‘In the shadow of the great disaster which has 
fallen upon the country in the death of the secr. - 
tary of the treasury, we stand appalled. But the 
complete exposition of these questions which he 
gave in his speech last night—a mess to the 
country which he lay down hig life to deliver—wi!! 
go far toward bringing the public mind to correct 
conclusions. In my opinion, the commercial and 
trade organizations throughout the Country cam 
honor the aqead~° and do a _ service 
to their fellow-citizens by causing a printed 
copy of the secretary’s last words to be placed in 
the hands of every man, woman and child in their 
respective communities. 

‘“T am not against free coinage,provided the im- 
print of our united sovereignty is stamped upon a 
dollar’s worth of silver. 

“The pious announcement now imprinted above 
the eagle on our dollar will not be accepted by the 
whole ogy -pe as sufficient security for the missing 
quantity of pure metal. 

“If the coinis intended, however, a8 a token, 
representing the promise of all the people, it can 
as well be stamped on paper, and will be univer- 
sally accepted at its face value, because the prop- 
erty of all the people would be pledged for its pay- 
ment. 

‘‘I may say still further that if it is wise and 
constitutional for the government to encourage 
the mining of silver by purchasing that product, 
then the same encouragement should be extended 
to other industries, not the least of which is the 
mining of iron and coal and the raising of cotton. 

‘‘] apprehend, however, that the sober second 
thought of the American people will not approve 
as a permanent ee of a system which makes 
the treasury of the United States a clearing 
house for any kind of marketable commodities, 

“Reciprocity,in its largest sense,is the exchange 
of products and fabrics between the people of dif- 
ferent nations,under such conditions a8 to be mu- 
tally beneficial; but until the lines of division ex- 
isting between nations are obliterated, and the 
whole world becomes as one, each government 
must carefully guard and protect the best inter- 
ests of its own people. 

“This subject cannot be determined upon senti- 
mental considerations, but must be controlled by 
the stern logic of dollars and cents. 

“The present is not an opportune moment,nor is 
there time to array statistics of trade in support 
vf the policy of reciprocity, but it may be well to 
call attention to the fact that trade,advantageous 
to the United States, cannot be secured unless we 
first provide for carriage in American ships at sea 
and encourage easier communication with our 
— by the construction of canals and rail- 
roaus, 

‘Facilities fortransportotion and communica- 
tion have always preceded the exchange of com- 
modities. 

‘‘The reciprocal trade between the people of the 
differant sections of the United States is com- 
plete, and 1s the result of government aid, both 
state and national, in stimulating the construc- 
tion of facilities for transportation throughout 
the length and breadth of our land. 

“Contrast the narrow limits of trade in colonia! 
days. with the present, and the picture is com. 

lete. The same policy, applied to providing 

acilities for foreign traaue would result in equa! 
benefit, and I trust the influence of this magnifi- 
cent body of business men will be exerted in that 
direction. 

‘‘Pardon me, Mr. President and Gentlemen, for a 
word more. We need herein ourown country 
reciprocity of confidence and good feeling among 
all our people. Reciprocal respect for the 
opinions—prejudices, if you please—of fellow- 
citizens. Force is necessary to command respect 
from other nations, but is a poor substitute for 
friendly council and good will among our own 
people at home. 

‘While we cultivate friendly relations with all 
nations, let it be the individual effort of every 
American to throw the mantle of charity over 
what may seem to him to be the shortcomings oi 
his fellow-citizen.”

in the public mind. It is attracting consider- 
able attention in Atlanta, and very general at- 
tention in West End. 

The meeting of the conference committees 
from the two municipalities is being watched 
with unusual interest, and everybody wants to 
know if any agreement will be reached by 
which West End will annexed. 

Such an agreement may be effected. 

And it may not. 

The matter has attracted more attention 
in West Endthan in Atlanta, and almost 
everybody in the former municipality has his 
idea about the terms that ought to be granted 
by Atlanta if West End is to be annexed. 

As the annexation can be brought about 
only by the consent of both parties, itis a 
matter of interest to know what West End’s 
idea is. : 

The sentiment of the suburb is against an- 
nexation, unless very favorable terms can be 
agreed upon. The people there are taxed only 
atthe rate of 50 cents on $100. In Atlanta 
the municipal tax is three times as much. 
West End is therefore not eager to increase 
its taxes by being annexed, and will not do so 
unless itis made decidedly to its advantage. 

The taxable property of West End amounts 
to $1,411,660. That of Atlanta is $44,136,499. 

The public debt of Atlanta is $2,216,500. 

West End not only owes nothing, but its 
assets exceed its liabilities by about $3,000. 

West End has, approximately, $1,500,000 
taxable property, is entitled to borrow money 
to make public improvements to the amount 
of more than $100,000, the constitutional lim- 
itation being 7 per cent on the valuation of 
the real estate of a municipality. 

Thus, while Atlanta has about reached her 
constitutional limitation in the matter of mak- 
ing loans for improvements, West End has 
the privilege of issuing bonds to the amount 
of more than $100,000, which bonds it would 
have no trouble in placing. 

Thus, one of the leading features of the an- 
nexation discussion will be the $100,000 which 
West End is entitled to borrow, and which, it 
will be insisted, Atlanta should allow her in 
the terms of agreement. 

As to how this equalization shall be effected 
there is a very general sentiment in West 
End in favor of having Atlanta agree to 
exempt West End from an increase of its 
present rate of taxation for a period sufficient 
to cover the difference above noted.” 

If this can be brought about there seems to 
be no doubt but that the annexation question 
can be settled favorably. but unless sucha 
concession is made it is probable that Atlanta 
will not get West End, and that the latter 
municipality will at once issue bonds and pro- 
ceed at once to work on permanent improve- 
ments, on its own accord. 

Of course, there are other features of second- 
ary importance that will be pressed by the 
West Enders, but Atlanta seems to be willing 
to meet the question in the fair spirit. 

Councilman Hendrix Has Views. 

Captain J. ©, Hendrix has made a study of 
the annexation question, and yesterday gave 
his conclusions at some length. 

‘*T have always thought,”’ said Captain Hen- 
drix, ‘‘that it would be the best thing for West 
End to become a part of the city of Atlanta. 
Think of the beautiful country in and around 
West End. Nature seems to have lavishly 
bestowed her gifts on that section. It is the 
most elevated section around Atlanta, is level, 
with easy approaches--indeed, ought to have 
been. the most fashionable and best residence 
portion of Atlanta. Yet, with all these nat- 
ural advantages, West End has not kept pace 
with other sections possessing equal advan- 
tages.”’ 

‘‘And the reason is—”’ 

“The reason is apparent. The system of 
public improvements of Atlanta could not be 
carried into West End, and West End could 
not inaugurate such a system as would bring 
the two systems together so as to make them 
continuous, Look at north Atlanta with nat- 
ural advantages not so good. The same dis- 
tance from the carshed property on the main 
streets like Peachtree, West Peachtree, Ponce 
de Leon and the Boulevard is selling at from 
$100 to $200 per front foot, while I do not 
know of any unimproved residence property in 
West End selling for more than $50 per front 
foot. Now look at Inman park—they hesi- 
tated about comingin, but since coming in 
their property has oubledin value and the 
park is now becoming one of the finest resi- 
dence sections of Atlanta.” 

“Objection is made on the ground of At- 
lanta’s debt.”’ 

“West End claims that Atlanta has a large 
public debt and that they have practically 
none. Thatis true. Atlanta has a public 
debt of almost $2,100,000, but she has public 
property worth about an equal amount. So 
after all we are about equal on that score. 
While West End has no debt she has no pub- 
lic property, or very little. 

‘‘Take our public property. There is our 
waterworks, land, plant and system of pipes 
throughout the city, that would readily sel) for 
$1,000,000. We have seventeen public schools, 
including the girls’ and boys’ high school, 
that the school board report as worth $320,000. 
We have six fire engine houses and lots that 
would sell for $150,000. The engines, trucks, 
horses and other apparatus, are worth $50,000. 
The police station property would sel! for $50,- 
000. Our stockade farm of 100 acres would 
sell for $100,000.

Grant park, while not saleable, 
is valuable, and would be as much so to West 
End as to Atianta—145 acres, worth $300,000. 
Leaviug out all the sanitary outfit, street out- 
fit, police outfit, etc., we have an aggregate of 
$1,990,000. In fact, Atlanta’s public property 
today is worth more than $2,000,000, not to 
mention our large outlay in streets, sewers, etc. 

“These questions, no doubt, will suggest 
themselves tothe joint committee when they 
meet, aS all of them are discreet business 
men. I regard it a just thing, andif West 
End comes in give her a fair showing in 
the transaction and then let Atlanta 

ress herinto the position she naturally has. 
Then ina few years whatis now West End 
will be the best residence part of our city. 

‘‘T am enthusiastic over the outlook for At- 
lanta, and with the march of progress that I 
think I see, it will be but a few years until 
Atlanta will be twice the present size.”’ 


RECIPROCITY AND FREE SILVER. 


Governor Bullock's Views as Expressed at 
the Merchants’ Banquet in Boston. 

In its description of the recent Merchants’ 
banquet in Boston, the Globe says of ex-Governor 
Bullock, one of the distinguished speakers of the 
evening: 

“Nex', on the right of Sir Richard I. Cart- 
wright, the financia] leader of the Liberal party 
of the Canadian dominion sat Hon. Rufus B. Bul- 
lock, ex-governor of Georgia and president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Atlanta. gHe‘is a typical 
southerner with a long, drooping, white mus- 
tache. His plea for an honest dollar, without any 
“In God we trust for the missing silver,’’ and his 
plea for reciprocity with the south were cheered 


to the echo. 
The same

fortunate is the section that follows their ex- 


ample. 

“While I am proud and thankful, Mr. President, 
that I was remembered and am with ou tonight, 
this telegram from your chairman, ‘Can you give 
us about fifteen minutes talk, favoring reciproc- 
ity or against free silver?’ alarmed me and may 
discourage you. 

‘‘In the shadow of the great disaster which has 
fallen upon the country in the death of the secr. - 
tary of the treasury, we stand appalied. But the 
complete exposition of these questions which he 
gave in his speech last night—a macenee to the 
country which he lay down hig life to deliver—wi!! 
go far toward bringing the public mind to correct 
conclusions. In my opinion, the commercial and 
trade organizations throughout the Country cam 
honor the aead* and do 4a 
to their fellow-citizens by causing a 
copy of the secretary’s last words to be place 
the hands of every man, woman and child in their 
respective communities. 

“Tl am not against free coinage,provided the im- 
print of our united sovereignty is stamped upon a 
dollar’s worth of silver. 

“The pious announcement now imprinted above 
the eagle on our dollar will not be accepted by the 
whole peonte as sufficient security for the missing 
quantity of pure metal. 

“If the coin is intended, bowever, 48 a token, 
representing the promise of all the people, it can 
as well be stamped on paper, and will be univer- 
sally accepted at its face value, because the prop- 
erty of all the people would be pledged for its pay- 
ment. 

‘I may say still further that if it is wise and 
constitutional for the government to encourage 
the mining of silver by purchasing that product, 
then the same encouragement should be extended 
to other industries, not the least of which is the 
mining of iron and coal and the raising of cotton. 

‘‘] apprehend, however, that the sober second 
thought of the American people will not approve 
as a permanent pe of a system which makes 
the treasury of the United States a clearing 
house for any kind of marketable commodities. 

“Reciprocity,in its ——— sense,is the exchange 
of products and fabrics between the people of dif- 
ferent nations,under such conditions a8 to be mu- 
tally beneficial; but until the lines of division ex- 
isting between nations are obliterated, and the 
whole world becomes as one, each government 
must carefully guard and protect the best inter- 
ests of its own people. 

“This subject cannot be determined upon senti- 
mental considerations, but must be controlled by 
the stern logic of dollars and cents. 

“The present is not an opportune moment,nor is 
there time to array statistics of trade in support 
of the policy of reciprocity, but it may be well to 
call attention to the fact that trade,advantageous 
to the United States, cannot be secured unless we 
first provide for carriage in American ships at sea 
and encourage easier communication with our 


neighbors by the construction of canals and rail- . 


roads. 

‘Facilities for transportotion and communica- 
tion have always preceded the exchange of com- 
modities. 

‘The reciprocal trade between the people of the 
differant sections of the United States is com- 
plete, and 1s the result of government aid, both 
state and national, in stimulating the construc- 
tion of facilities for transportation throughout 
the length and breadth of our land. 

“Contrast the narrow limits of trade in colonia! 
days with the present, and the picture is com. 

lete. The same policy, applied to providing 

acilities for foreign traue would result in equal 
benefit, and I trust the influence of this magnifi- 
cent body of business men will be exerted in that 
direction. 

‘‘Pardon me, Mr. President and Gentlemen, for a 
word more. We need herein ourown country 
reciprocity of confidence and good feeling among 
all our people. Reciprocal respect for the 
pe BE we ge ag ft vou please—of fellow- 
citizens. Force is necessary to command respect 
from other nations, but is a poor substitute for 
friendly council and good will among our own 
people at home. 

‘While we cultivate friendly relations with all 
nations, let it be the individual effort of ever: 
American tothrow the mantle of charity over 
what may seem to him to be the shortcomings of 
his fellow-citizen.”

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, February 5.—The stock market con- 
tinued to show great strength today and reversed the 
temper of yesterday jcompletely, while there was an 
increased volume of business, though the aggregate is 
stillsmall. Buying today was apparently from Van- 
derbilt and Gould sources, but there are rumors of 
pools in several stocks,among which St. Paul and 
Lake Shore were conspicuous and both made hand- 
some advances today, the letter being helped materi- 
ally by the report of its earnings for the fourth week in 
January. Other specially strong stocks today were 
Lackawanna, Wheeling and Lake Erie and Pacific 
Mail in general line, while among the specialties there 
were some large gains made, Jersey Central, Delaware 
and Hudson, Edison General Electric and Great 
Northern preferred being especially prominent. The 
market opened with a firm tone, but remained dull ex- 
cept for those stocks which had an advantage of a 
clique support, but a stronger tone developed and late 
inthe day an npward movement became more pro- 
nounced all through the list. Outside of St. Paul and 
the lead trust, however, there was not at any time any 
activity. The long expected declaration of a dividend 
in the lead trust came today and was a great disap- 
pointment to many who have been expecting one of 1 
per cent, whereas the dividend was only ‘s of 1 per 
cent.

He has al- 

ways been a strong friend of immigration, 

and has written more than one book setting 
forth the resources of his district. 

Under all the circumstances, it was a 
courageous thing fora man so situated to 
take the bold stand hehid. Just at the 
right moment Senator Milner moved that 
it the bill making an appropriation for an ex- 
© hibit at the world’s fair be laid on the table 

without reference. In giving his reasons he 
said that he could not recommend Alabama 
to seat herself around the festive board at 
¢ Chicago with her sister states, if the passage 

t of the force bill should place the federal 

- brand of infamy upon her brow. He re- 
minded his hearers that once before—in 1875 

t —when the state had arranged to take part 

Yin the centennial exposition at Philadelphia, 

© a force bill was taken up incongress. The 
Alabama legislature was then in session, and 

y delayed action on the appropriation for the 

t exposition until the danger was over. He 

f urged the legislature to stand by the prec- 

t edent of 1875. 

a Senator Milner’s resolution went through 
with 4 rush, and the Alabama papers are not 
yet done congratulating him. Georgia, and 

} especially Pike county, fee! that they have 

t @ share in this business. This patriotic 
Georgian’s good work in fighting the force 
bill at long range had a good effect, and will 

1 not soon be forgotten. 
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Republican Arguments. 

An army officer who is a republican, and 
who was stationed in the south during the 
reconstruction period, afler having served 
with the nnion forces throughout the war, 
t writes to The Boston Herald to say that the 
, force bill will cause trouble in the south. 
1 He predicts that bloodshed will be the result 
€ of its operations, and that troops would 
, have to be called for. 

t This is a gloomy view, but the point of it 
Y is really an argument in favor of the force 
bill from a republican standpoint.

If the 
1 force bill will be the means of bringing

1 promising campaign will be solved for the 
republicans by the enactment of that measure. 

We are not of the opinion that the force 
; bill enacted into a law would result in blood-

« tween the whites and the blacks, and renew

' yace prejudice. The worst effect of the bill 
« Would be on the business interests of the 
} south, and these it would affect fatally.

Politics and Business. 

Sometimes politics and business in this 
country are very intimately cunnected. 

For several months past the policy of the 
republican party has seriously disturbed 
finance, industry and commerce. It is only 
since it has become apparent that the sec- 
tional programme agreed upon by the parti- 
sans of the administration cannot be carried 
out that the outlook has brightened. Still, 
the real work of reform is as yet untouched. 
McKinleyism has its grip upon the throat 
of the republic. The workingmen, the farm- 
ers, the masses find the cost of living 15 per 
cent higher than it was six months ago. The 
financial system of the government is as op- 
pressive as ever. We are to pay out in pen- 
sions this year more money than it costs to 
maintain the Jargest standing army in 
Europe. 

All this is bad enough, and we need not 
proceed with the enumeration of our bur- 
dens. A glance at the bright side will now 
bein order. The defeats and disappoint- 
ments of the administration and its partisans 
point to the triumph of democracy and re- 
form in 1892, The wreckers have found 
that it is well nigh impossible to ruin the re- 
public. Time and again the people have 
shown that they can be trusted. When 
parties become corrupt the people rise and 
sinash them. They have done it more than- 
once in our history, and they are getting 
ready to do it again. 

Undoubtedly, the hopeful political pros- 
pect is largely responsible for the improved 
business situation. Capitalists no longer 
dread another crusade against the south, and 
they feel that no region on earth can offer 
them more profitable investments. Within 
a few weeks all talk of a panic has died out; 
money is more abundant and cheaper; there 
is less speculation and greater activity in 
solid investments, and the volume of bus- 
iness is rapidly swelling. With the excep- 
ception of the iron industry everything is 
more prosperous, and the certain resumption 
of railway construction, and the equally cer- 
tain activity in building operations will soon 
give iron a stronger tone. 

Now that the last lingering dread of fed- 
eral interference with the south is dispelled, 
the wonderful progress she has made in the 
last two decades will receive a new impetus. 
The tide of immigration will set this way, 
and capital and enterprise will seek our at- 
tractive fields. The next generation will 
see in this section a bewildering rush of 
rapid development never paralleled except 
in certain localities in the west. We are 
just entering upon an era of material magic 
—no other phrase will express it—never 
dreamed of by our fathers. There are men 
now living who will see the south the rich- 
est section of the union—the richest in agri- 
culture, manufactures, commerce, railroads; 
the richest in money and in credit. 

Some hint of this has influenced even the 
republicans. When the test came some of 
their wisést leaders were unwilling to strike 
a blow at the new E! Dorado looming up be- 
fore them. Revolutions in politics and bus- 
iness are sometimes very speedily wrought. 
The dazzling potentialities held out by south- 
ern development are beginning to wipe out 
sectionalism. Alloverthe north there isa 
growing desire on the part of big capitalists, 
men with small fortunes, manufacturers, 
traders, farmers and speculators, to get their 
share of our coming prosperity. This feel- 
ing will grow stronger, and will overthrow 
bitter partisans, modify political platforms 
and lead to a reformin our financial system 
that will favor instead of hamper the rising 
south in her new career. 

If these opinions and predictions do not 
naturally grow out of the facts of the cage, 
then we have made a mistake that is shared 
by many of the clearest-headed and most 
far-seeing business menand statesmen in 
Europe and in America. But we do not be- 
lieve that there is a single mistake in these 
lines, nor between them, and we run no risk 
in saying that the next year will bear out 
this view; the next five years will prove it, 
and the uext ten years will find every man 
in the country swearing that he always 
knew and always predicted that the south 
would come to the head of the procession. 
Paste this in your hat! 


Not a Sectionalist. 

The partisan republican organs, now that 
Ingalls is defeated, have been trying to get 
a little consolation out of the result by re- 
ferring to the fact that Mr. Pfeffer, the sen- 
ator-elect, is a republican.

A Vigorous Action by the Citizens Toward 
Improvement. 

West End is going to have rapid transit to and 
from Atlanta. A meeting of her citizens was held 
at the residence of Dr. E. L. Connally to consider 
the question, Mayor John W. Nelms being elected 
chairman. 

The following resolution was introduced and 
adopted unanimously : 

“Resolved, That we respectfully petition 
the city council of West End that no fur- 
ther rights or privileges of any kind whatever, 
be extended to the street railway companie« at 
present running over any of thestreets of West 

tnd until they equip all the lines now occupied by 

them in West End, with electric motive power in 
first-class condition; and unless this is done at 
the earliest practicable moment, not to exceed 
ninety days, that privileges be granted to other 
companies to build and operate electric railways 
from West End-to the city of Atlanta.”’ 

Gentlemen present stated that they had, during 
the day, bad a conference with the officials of the 
Atlanta Street Railroad Company, and had been 
assured that both their lines in West End would 
be thoroughly equipped with clectric cars at an 
early day, and that these two lines would remain 
intact without chanye.

For several days there hms been no hope of 
his recovery, and his death could but have 
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been expected, but the news will carry sorrow 
to hundreds of friends nere and in other parts 
of the state. 

The funeral arrangements have not been 
completed yet, but will be published in tomor- 
row’s paper. 

Outliving all thecomrades of his youthful 
days, his life almost spanned the nineteenth 
century. 

He was born in 1812, on the 17th day of 
March, and his next birthday would have been 


his seventy-ninth- 

Mr. Mitchell was born in Madison county, 
near Danielsville. His father afterwards 
moved to Henry county, near the line of 
Clayton, and there the son lived until thirty- 
eight years of age. 

he father, Mr. William Mitchell, was in 
the war of 1812 and fought in the battle of 
New Orleans. It isa matter of history that 
Arnold Thomason, a brother of Mrs. William 
Mitchell, carried the news of that glorious 
victory to the national Capitol. He was se- 
lected for this courier service because of his 
light weight, and he rode 500 miles in five 

ays. 

During his early manhood he did a success- 
ful mercantile business at Flat Rock, Henry 
county, where he owned a large cotton ware- 
house and did a splendid business in handling 
the fleecy staple. 

ANTEDATING .ATLANTA. 

Mr. Mitchell began his business career in 
Atlanta in 1845. 

In 1848 he moved his family to Atlanta, and 
built his house on the los where Mr. Sam_ In- 
man now lives. 

His residence here anitedates the history of 
Atlanta, for it wasa vary insignificant place 
where three roads met in those ancient days. 

Still, trade was lively, for the farmers from 
Alabama and western Cieorgia came in on the 
Alabama road, now a great business thorougb- 
fare; those from the wp-country came down 
the Marietta road, whiks those to the south 
drove up the Decatur road, both of which are 
now populous streets. 

Mr. Mitchell was a born merchant, and his 
affable ways and geniad manners were well 
suited to the men he dealt with in those 
halcyon days. 

He made money, and the firm of Mitchell, 
Hulsey & McDaniel, on the Whitehall road— 
where the Keely corner is now—now the busy 
street of that name, was one of the biggest 
commercial concernsin the country. 

THE OLD HOMESTEAD. 

In 1852, Mr. Mitchell built the large and 
comfortable dwelling wiaich still remains as 
No. 138 Whitehall street. 

Prior to his comi to Atlanta, he was 
wedded to Miss Mary M{cDaniel, an aunt of 
Governor Henry D. MclDaniel, whose father 
lived in DeKalb county. 

The ceremony was par tennen by Mr. Mitch- 
ell’s brother-in-law, Dr. Bray, who afterwards 
married Mr. Mitchell’s eldest daughter to Dr. 
E. J. Roach. ; 

Ten children were born them, of whom six 
are living, Mrs. Ellen Roach, widow of Dr. E. 
J. Roach; Mr. H. A. Mitchell, Mr. W. P. 
Mitchell, Miss Annie Mitchell, Mr. O. E. 
Mitchell and Mr,.C. B. Mitchel!, all of whom 
live in this city. Mra. James Bridger, another 
daughter, died about @ year ago. 

After a long term of successful commercial 
operations, the firm of Mitchell, Hulsey & 
McDaniel dissolved. 

Mr. Mitchell had become ‘so fond of the 
business of cotton buying, which was then 
very profitable, that he turned his attention to 
it exclusively. 

For several years he passed the fall season 
along the Tennessee river, andin north Ala- 
bama, buying cotton, Mr. J. J. Howard, of 
Cartersville, his lifelong friend, being associ- 
ated with him in thia business. 

Finally he went into the warehouse business 
in Augusta, where he did a flourishing cotton 
business for several years--until the war broke 
out. 

THE NEW REGIME. 

He owned a l warehouse on Hunter 
street, in the rear of Keely’s, before he opened 
the Augusta house, and when the troublous 
times of the civil war came, he wound up the 
business in Augusta and came back to Atlanta. 

During and after the war he continued in 
the warehouse business here and was oneof the 
leading cotton dealers long after the dawn of 
the new regime. 

Not until ten years ago, in 1881, did he sell 
out his warehouse and retire from the busi- 


ness. 

And eventhen he kept an buying cotton. 
Last summer, after he had passed the seventy- 
eighth mile post in the journey of life, he 
bought cotton on the streets of Atlanta, just 
as he did half a century ago. 

AS AN OFFICIAL. 

Before the war he served quite awhile asa 
member of the tow:n council. 

After the war he was again elected a mem- 
ber of the we of Atlanta, and served 

th great ability. 
won the administration of Mr. Jd. H. 
James, as mayor, Mr. Mitchell served as judge 
of police court. He was the tirst recorder At- 
lanta ever had. 

His generous heart could never bear to see 
anybody punished severely, and those who 
were boys of the town in those days, say that 
$5 was the extreme Limit of his fines. 

In every walk of life, domestic or public, 
business or official, the same kindness of heart 
and cheeriness of disposition has character- 
ized his intercourse with bis fellowmen. 

Mr. Mitchell accumulated an easy fortune 
in his more vigorous days, which was wisely 
invested, and has increased in yalue with the 
growth of the city,until he was a very wealthy 

an. 

” He owned a number of large brick stores on 
Whitehall street, and several blocks of valua- 
ble real estate in various parts of the city. 

Mrs. Mitchell died on November 29th last, 
at the advanced age of seventy-eight, and 
since her death Mr. Mitchell’s health had not 
been as vigorous as before. 

During all his sickness, however, he was 
cheerful and uncomplaining.

Some of its proprietors are my personal 
friends, and I have rejoiced 1m their success in 
making for Georgia and the south a great news- 
paper. I trust that I shall be able to make a state- 
nent which will convince you that I did not say 
that violations of the laws regulating 
the sale of liquor “are winked gat by the authori- 
ties,” and that I have not made “assertions that 
are utterly unfounded.” These are grave charges 
to be made against a man whose Fonction is to 
preach truth, veracity and justice. If you had 
pomuanes my lecture you would not have pub- 

shed this indictment, and I am hopeful that 
when you have read this communication you 
will withdraw the charges. 

One of the points of the lecture which has pro- 
voked this discussion was that liquor selling, like 

mbling and stealing, isan ADMITTED evil. All 
egisiative bodies in our country AssUME that it is 
& CURSE, and all discussions of the subject in 
these bodies are limited to METHODS of 
dealing with the curse. I said that it 
is a violation of our most fundamental 
idea of government for the legislature of Georgia 
to legalize, protect and foster a traffic which every 
man in the state, from the highest official down to 
the huimblest and obscurest private citizen, admits 
not only to be a curse to society, but a greater 
curse than gambling or theft. I said that legisla- 
tors, while admitting the inconsistency and wrong, 
declare that there 1s some compensation in the 
fact that the curse is regulated. My answer to 
this was that it is just as consistent and not more 
difficult for the state to regulate adultery, arson, 
burglary, | preg or murder. 

1 showed that the regulation system was a fail- 
ure. The figures taken from the records of 
our police court illustrate the  incontro- 
vertible truth that prohibition is better than reg- 
ulation. In the prohibition year of 1887 there were 
1,041 cases of drunkenness brought before At- 
lanta’s police court. In 1889, under the regulation 
System, there were 2,777 cases, and in 1890 there 
were 3,500 cases. I claimed that every feature 
of the regulation business is a _ fail- 
ure. it was promised that no liquor shouid 
be sold outside of the “fire limits,” but today, 
outside of the fire limits, there are seven whisky 
Shops and twenty-six beer saloons.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 5.—The stock market con- 
tinued to show great strength today and reversed the 
temper of yesterday (completely, while there was an 
increased volume of business, though the aggregate is 
stillsmall. Buying today was apparently from Van- 
derbilt and Gould sources, but there are rumors of 
pools in several stocks,among which St. Paul and 
Lake Shore were conspicuous and both made hand- 
some advances today, the latter being helped materi- 
ally by the report of its earnings for the fourth week in 
January. Other specially strong stocks today were 
lackawanna, Wheeling and Lake Erie and Pacific 
Mail in general line, while among the specialties there 
were some large gains made, Jersey Central, Delaware 
and Hudson, Edison General Electric and.

The commission in charge of tbis work met 
yesterday at 11 o’clock in the governor's office 
and opened the various bids that had been 
handed in. All these bids were referred to the 
engineer in charge, Captain Clayton, for his 
inspection and in order that he may reduce 
them to the exact figures in dollars for the 
several features of the work. 

The commission will meet this morning at 
11 o’clock and will probably make the awards. 
Hurry Up Those Bonds. 

Some tax receivers and some tax collectors 
are going to find themselves out of a job pres- 
ently, through their own neglect. 

The law requires the bonds of these officers 
to be filed at the executive department within 
forty days of the election. The felection was 
held on the 7th of January. The bonds must 
be filed in the executive oftice, then, before 
the 17th. 

Otherwise a vacancy in that office will be 
declared, and another election ordered. 

So far, these bonds have come in from just 
forty counties of the 137 in the state. Either 
this is because the bonds have not been made, 
or because the ordinary has not forwarded 
them. 

Soldiers’ Pensions. 

Ninety-one pensions have been paid. The 
department was busy yesterday again mailing 
circulars, and will be today. 

Some figures from the pension records show 
how Atlanta is growing. 

Last year 165 pensions were paid in Fulton 
county. Already now, out of the ninety-one 
pensions paid, there were seven in Fulton 
county that did not live here last year. 

Another notable but very natural feature is 
that the first pensions presented are the big 
pensions. Nearly all those paid so far are 
$100 and $50.
